Personal Information 

•Born in 1950 and raised in Al Najaf Al 
Ashraf. He is the tenth and last son of Imam 
Mohsen Al Hakim, the highest religious 
leader of Shi'a worldwide during the late 
fifties and sixties. He is married and has 
two sons and two daughters. 
•He started his struggle against the former 
dictatorship in the late seventies and 
continued until the removal of Saddam 
regime. 

Education 

•His education was through the Al Najaf 
Al Ashraf religious school, known as the 
Al Hawza, until he reached the highest 
education level. His teachers were Imam 
Muhamed Baqer Al Sadr and Imam Abo Al 
Kasem Al Khoie, 



History 

•He departed Iraq in 1980 for Syria after 
the murder of Imam Muhamed Baqer Al 
Sadr. He then emigrated to Iran with his 
older brother Ayatollah Muhammad Baqer 
Al Hakim, the former 1SCI leader who was 
assassinated in Najaf in August 2003. 
•He became a member of the Iraqi Muslim 
Scholars group, and then became an 
executive director of 1SCI directly after its 
establishment in 1982. 
•He is the founder of the Documentary 
Center for Human Rights in Iraq. The center 
has branches all over the world and has 
been a significant source of information for 
international Human Rights organizations. 
He also founded of the Al Ihsan Charity 
Foundation, which was responsible for the 
Iraqi refugee camps in Iran. 
•11 .E. supervised a group of Iraqi Army 
Officers who were working against the 
former regime. 

•After the Saddam regime invaded Kuwait 
in 1990, he took the responsibility of 
preparing the Iraqi opposition groups' 



conference. However, this conference was 
put on hold due to Operation Desert Storm 
which began in January 1991. 
•After the brutal crushing of the Iraqi 
uprising in March 1991, H.E. headed a 
delegation to visit Saudi Arabia to negotiate 
with them on various issues, including the 
situation of Iraqi refugees in Saudi Arabia. 
•H.E. visited the United States on August 
2002 as the representative of ISCI, along 
with other Iraqi leaders, to discuss the Iraqi 
crisis. He also headed the ISCI delegation 
to the London Opposition Conference 
in December 2002, and the Salahaddin 
Conference in March 2003. 

Activities 

•H.E. returned from Iran to Iraq directly- 
after the toppling of the former regime to 
settle in Baghdad. He was in continuous 
consultation with Ayatollah Muhammad 
Baqer Al Hakim in Al Najaf. 
• He was a member of the presidential 
committee of the Iraqi Governing Council 
(IGC). This was the first committee to 
lead Iraq after more than three decades of 
dictatorship. 

•He assumed the leadership of ISCI in 
August 2003, after the assassination of his 
brother Ayatollah Muhammad Baqer Al 
Hakim in Al Najaf. 

•Seven of his brothers have been killed, 
six of them by the former dictator and the 
last one, Ayatollah Muhammad Baqer Al 
Hakim, in Al Najaf by terrorists. The total 
martyrs from his family number sixty four 
persons. 

•He visited the U.S. four times: the first 
was in August 2002, the second in January 
2004, the third was on December 2006 and 
the last one was in November 2007. 



Death 

The Late Sayed Abdul-Aziz Alhakim had 
suffered from a deadly disease since May, 
2007 and was diagnosed with lung cancer 
at the MD Anderson Cancer Center in 
Houston. He received treatment in Tehran 
to control the disease. He returned to the 
MD Anderson Cancer Center in Houston 
in November, 2007 in order to see how 
the treatment was controlling the disease. 
The results were encouraging at the time. 
He was going about his usual activities 
in a normal manner, but the disease was 
exacerbated and reversed his health in the 
past weeks, until he passed away on August 
26, 2009.

A solemn funeral procession for the 
deceased Sayed Alhakim was held at 
Baghdad International Airport on August 
28th 2009. In attendance were numerous 
Iraqi leaders and officials from around 
the Arab and Islamic world as well as 
prominent international figures. 
The plane carrying the body of the late 
Sayed Alhakim left from Tehran, where the 
deceased was lying in state, and arrived at 
Baghdad airport were it was received by 
many mourners who wished to pay their 
respects to a man who had been pivotal 
in the construction of the modern Iraqi 
Republic. President Talabani along with the 
Prime Minister, Vice President and several 
members of the Council of Representatives 
came to bid farewell to Alhakim.

Sayed Ammar Alhakim is part of a long and 
prestigious linage that is firmly rooted in 
the fertile soil of Iraq. His family has been 
apart of Iraq's turbulent history and played 
a crucial role in the countries religious and 
political thought. Ammar's grandfather 
the Grand Ayatollah Mohsen Alhakim was 
the most prominent Shiite Muslim leader 
of the 20th century and played a key role 
in the 1920 revolution against the British 
occupation. His father Abdul Aziz Alhakim 
was the architect of Iraq's constitution and 
led the Islamic Supreme Council of Iraq 
which became the largest political entity of 
the new Iraqi Republic. Ammar Alhakim, 
now the leader of the Islamic Supreme 
Council of Iraq, looks to continue this 
storied and prominent family tradition. 
Born in the holy city of Najaf in 1971, the 
oldest of the late Abdul Aziz Alhakim's 
children, Ammar's childhood was fraught 
with strife and upheaval. He was forced 
from his home in 1979 by the brutal 
dictator Saddam Hussein because of his 
fathers Islamic activities and his defense of 
the Iraqi people against Hussein's tyranny.

The 
Shahid Al-Mehrab Cultural Organization 
also supervises many schools, institutions, 
cultural, scientific and university centers. 
It also hosts numerous activities, seminars, 
conferences and issues a number of 
periodicals and special magazines. 
Never idle, Ammar has participated in 
a number of international conventions, 
attended conferences at the United Nations 
and has championed human rights and 
religious tolerance. He has given a plethora 
of interviews with international media 
outlets and has sat down with ambassadors 
representing countries from around the 
globe. His actions and activities have 
subjected him to numerous assassination 
attempts, but despite all of this Ammar 
Alhakim has continued on his mission. 
As his father Abdul Aziz Alhakim fell under 
the ravages of cancer, Ammar took over the 
day to day activities of the Islamic Supreme 
Council of Iraq. During this time Ammar 
continued to push forward his world view 
of piece and tolerance and with the passing 
of his father in late August 2009, Ammar 
Alhakim was nominated to take over the 
Presidency of the Islamic Supreme Council 
of Iraq.
